DETAILED ACTION 



1. Amendment and response filed by applicants in Paper No. 10, dated Dec. 1, 2003 have 
been entered and considered carefully. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants have amended the claims to clearly claiming a process for making one 

member of the four diastereomers in at least 70% excess using a catalyst system comprising 

ruthenium, nor racemic diphospine ligand and bidentate amine ligand selected from amine- 

thioethers and achiral diamines which is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by the art of 

record since the prior art disclosed making of instant diastereomers in its methansulfonate 

trihydrate salt with high purity (see US 6,570,018; 6,645,986).
